A State Department spokesman 
was asked whether the invitation 
was broad enough to open the way 
for a visit by Soviet Prem ier Bul- 
j ganin or Communist party boss 
Nikita Khrushchev. 
He said this “ is not intended to 
invite anyone for a state visit.** 
Privately, State Department of­ 
ficials made clear they expected 
persons of much lower rank or 
non-officeholders such as profes­ 
sors of law or political science. 
Press Officer Lincoln White said

invitations were

eight or nine days ago to the for­ 
eign offices of the Soviet Union. 
Czechoslovakia, 
Poland, Hungary
